Los Angeles, Cal., March 14—[8Special. ]— 
The special train bearing E. H. Harriman 
rolled into Calexico last evening and he was 
at once interviewed. The railroad magnate 
was asked about his health. He threw back 
his shoulders and sniffed: 

“I am perfectly well,” he replied. *‘ My 
trip has done me good, as such an outing 
will dog¢or any man who gets away from his 
business for a time.” And his appearance 
verified his boast. 

‘Well, what else do you want me to talk 
about?’ asked Mr. Harriman. 

“ About the finances of the country.”’ 

** Well, I won't let you steal my thunder,”’ 
he answered, “ for lL have some ideas on that 
subject. 1 may want to use some time, but 


never were so rich as they are today, and 
that ought to tell the story. The farmers 
have money, they have paid their debts, they 
are past the promotion era—in fact, the pro- 
moter has no part to play just now in theaf- 
fairs of the country. 

“The people have emerged from a period 
ef extravagance, and are living righteously 
in point of economics.

‘He 
also suggested a plan by which any member 
of the house might at certain times have the 
right to have any bill not on the private ca!- 
endar submitted to the house to ascertain 
whether it could be considered by unanimous 
consent. 

Mr. Fitzgerald will present this proposition 
to the caucus., Representative Lassiter of 
Virgizia will present a proposition to amend 
the rules so that a communication addressed 
to the speaker and signed by a majority of 
the members of the house will he considered 
ty matter of the highest privilege. 


Wisconsin Influence Felt.

IOWANS DENY WARON CANNON. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 14.—[{Special.]— 
Considerable comment, especially among 


"standpatters, has been aroused by the publi- 


cation today of a telegram from Attorney 
General Byers $f Iowa to Senator Cummins 
urging the defeat of Speaker Cannon for 
jeadership in the ngtional house of repre- 
sentatives. The telegram, as published, was 
as follows: 

“ Prevailing sentiment of the rank and file 
of the Iowa Republicans is opposed to Can- 
non. Feeling ugly.”’ 

The standpatters say the telegram is a 
huge joke. One of them from Judge Smith's 
district declared this afternoon: 

‘“]T don’t think ‘Web’ Byers can find any 
‘ugly feeling’ in our district. In fact, there 
is little discussion of the question of the 
speakership or the rules here so far as I can 
learn.

Insurgent Leaders Will Be Given 
Good Places. 


HOPE TO WARD OFF STORM. 


Membérs of Upper ‘Branch Gain by 
House Crusade. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
Precedents of the senate for generations are 
to be toppled over this week, when the upper 
house of congress fills the vacancies in the 
committees. The younger senators are to 
come into their own. Several of them are 
slated for places on some of the most im- 
portant committees that hitherto have been 
reserved as rewards of long service or for 
valued aid given the senate organization. 

The gifts of high places are not to be made 
willingly by the senate leaders, but the in- 
surrection in the house has opened the eyes 
of the “old guard” .to the fact that they 
also lave a.thriving insurgent party which 
has just been greatly strengthened by the 
addition of a number of western senators 
with advanced ideas. 

By picking up the leaders of the insurgents 
and giving them good berths on committees 
the senate leaders hope to break up the solid 
opposition that caused #0 much uneasiness 
in the closing days of the last session’ The 
names of those who have been selected to 
serve on the committees will be announced 
when the) senate convenes tomorrow, and 
within the next few days the general com- 
mittee assignment will be made.. 


W. H, TAFT ATTENDS SERVICES 
IN A PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Journey from White House and Re-° 
turn Made on Foot—Many Greet Him 
on Way. 


Washington, D. C., March\14.—Forsaking 
his own church for the day, gident Taft 
attended services this morning at the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian chureh, where 
President Lincoln and other f Us states- 
men once worshiped. 

Mr. Taft left the White house with Mrs. 
Nicholas L.,Anderson of this city, who ac- 
companied him to church. Together they 
waiked the four blocks to the chureh and. 
several times the president was compelled 
to doff his hat in recognition of the greet- 
ing of the many who spoke to him along 
the way. Two frock coated and silk hatted 
secret service men walked behind and sat 
near them during services. 

Dr. Wallace Radcliffe, pastor of The 
church, referred directly to the president 
in his opening prayer, saying: 

** Blegs Whitlam Howard ‘Taft and all his 
cabinet; bless the legislators and the officers 
of army and navy; bless the administration 
and make’ it a power for good in the world.”’ 

After the services the congregation stood 
while the president and Mrs. Anderson 
walked out. Mr. Taft returned to the White 
house on foot, Mrs. Anderson leaving him 
when they arrived near her home on K 
street.

Works in Mill as Side Line. 

The Rev. Mr. Ford, when not working min- 
isterially; employed himseif near the buzz- 
saw of a local lumber mill. Six months ago 
he decided to quit his job at the mill.

S. M. Singleton and J. L. Whit- 
man Comment on Jail Diet. 


CITIZENS’ REPORT TO STAND. 


Sheriff Produces Figures to Show Cost 
of Feeding Prisoners. 


Shelby M. Singleton, secretary of the Cit- 
izens’ essociation, and John L. Whitman, su- 
perintendent of the House of Correction, 
virtually nominated Sheriff Christopher 
S assheim for membership in the Ananias 
club yesterday. They commented on the 
sheriff's reply to the charges of the Citizens’ 
association to the effect that he is allowed 
about three times as much money by the 
county as it costs \him to feed the prisoners 
in the jail. ! 

The sheriff, in his sweeping denial, said 
he has not made a cent out of the dieting 
and that it has cost him every cent of the 
20%, cents a prisoner allowed him by the 
county commissioners, and that at times the 
cost per prisoner has been as high as 2% 
cents a day. He'charged that severa) times 
while Mr. Whitman was jailer he was com- 
pelled to turn back spoiled meats and to call 
a halt on the serving of bread which was not 
fit to eat. : 


Singleton Defends Report. 

“T see no reason why the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation should alter its findings,’’ said Mr. 
Singleton. ‘‘ The report was based upon care- 
ful investigation by myself and others. There 
is nothing we want to change. I don’t see 
why he drags Mr. Whitman into this. Mr. 
Whitman was not asked for any information 
in t matter.’’ 

Mr. hitman said he left the jail in good 
condition and that the food served always 
was in good cendifion. 

* As Mr. Strasshetm has taken such a posi- 
tion,”’ declared Supt. Whitrman, “I prefer 
not to talk. His antagonism toward me is 
unjustified. I will say that there was little 
criticism of food while I was jailer. I did not 
know bad bread was served there and 1 do 
not believe there was any.”’

JUDGES TO TALK 
ON ADULT PAROLE 


Conference on Subject to Be 
Held at Noon Today in 
the City Club Rooms. 


CLELAND TO BE THERE. 


Indieates Willingness to Accept 
Foster Bill if It Is Prop-  ) 
erly Amended. 


An attempt to conciliate Judge McKenzie 
Cleiand and also to kill his adult parole 
bill now before the legislature will be made 
tcday at noon at a meeting at the City 
club, which will be attended by jurists and 
others who are interested in the parole prop- 


| osition. 


The method of applying the ax to the 


' Cleland bill, which was introduced in the 


general assembly by Senator Juul and has 
been denounced by the judges of the Mu- 
nicipal court, will be to get the “ little fa- 
ther of the parole” to agree to several 
unimportant amendments to the Foster bill 
and to work personally for the passage of 
the latter bill by the legislature. 

Sherman C. Kingsley, chairman of the City 


club committee which is considering the 


amicable settlement uf the parole bill con: 
troversy, call a preliminary meeting for 
last Saturday. ‘This meeting was attended 
by Judges Mack, Foster, and Cleland and 
a number of members of the City club. Both 
Judges Cleland and Foster were asked to 
discuss briefiy the merits of the disputed 
sections of their bills and then it was deter- 


a 


present certain amendments today. 


Wants to Parole Felons: 

Judge Cleland argued that his bill was 
drawn only after considerable experience 
and careful thought. He admitted that the 
Foster bill was a good one in many respects 
and said he would be tn favor of it if it were 
amended in certain sections. 

“What amendments do you think should 
be made?” he was asked. 

“ Well, I believe certain felonies should 
come under the parole law,”’ was the reply. 

According to Chief Justice Olson's review 
of the Cleland bill, it would permit any crim- 
inal whose crime is not punishable by death 
to get the benefit of the parole. This feature 
of the bill is said to be the most objectionable 
to all jurists who have considered the mat- 
ter, and it is for this reason that the Foster 
bill is looked upon favorably by the legisia- 
ture. 

The committee, which met primarily for 
the purpose of bringing about peace in the 
opposing factions, hurriedly changed the 
subject when Judge Cleland began to dis- 
cuss the sort of crimes that should come 
under the parole law. 


Full Agreement Is Expected. 

“Pvery one agrees that we should have 
gome sort of a parole bill,”” said Judge Mack. 
“The adult parole system would assist in 
reforming more criminals than anything 
else. What we want is to get 4 bill before 
the legislature that will contain every essen- 
tial and at the same time permit the laws 
to be carried out as they should be. Judge 
Foster has drawn up an exceptionally good 
act and, at the same time, Judge Cleland’s 
bill has many excellent featunes. 

“The City club and the members of the 
judiciary of this city are united tm an effort 
to get the best features of both bills enacted 
into a law. I think Judge Cleland looks at 
the matter in that light and I understand he 
is willing to accept the Foster bill if certain 
amendments are made to Kk. What. those 
amendments will be is to be decided at a 
meeting of the City club committee.” 


Cleland Approves Mayor’s Acts. 

Judge Cleland spoke before a large audi- 
ence at the Brookline Presbyterian church 
last night, explaining his theories regarding 
the punishment of criminals. 

‘“T have never talked with Mayor Busse on 
the subject,’’ he said, “ but I regard his stand 
in paroling prisdhers in the bridewall as 
pointing to an indorsement of the parole 
system. He does not pardon prisoners, for 
he can’t release them from their obligations 
to the city when'they are given their free- 
dom. I might add that he never released any 
of the persons sentenced by me when I! was 
at the Maxwell street court without first call- 
ing me up and inquiring about the offense,

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WIVES ADVISED 10 STRIKE | 


Plan Suggested to Stop Women 
Working for Cut Wages. 


‘TRADE’ OLD AND HONORABLE 


Speaker Asserts Housekeepers Set 
Economic Standard. 


Housewives should strike if their husbands’ 
income is reduced through the willingness 
of women to work for less money than men, 
in the opinion of Mrs. Robert A. Woods of 
Boston, who spoke yesterday before the 
Women's Trade Union league. Her subject 
was “Legislative Protection for Women 
Workers in Massachusetts.” 

She declared the “ trade ’’ of the housewife 
was one of the “‘ most ancient and honorable 
in the world.” and that the housewife set 
the economic standard of the nation. 

She rapped girls and women who were will- 
ing to work for “ pin money,” saying this 
practice tended to lower the wages of men, 
with the result that a general reduction was 


effected in incomes. 

“TI shall speak of two trades in particular 
that are not protected by legislation,” said 
Mrs. Woods. “ One of them is domestic serv- 
ice. The other is the trade to which I belong, 


that of housewife. 


Affects Economy of Home. 

“The housewife is paid out of her hus- 
band’s income, and anything that affects that 
income affects the economic standard of the 
household. 

‘* The buying for the home depends on her, 
and the question of the union labe! largely is 
a matter over which she has control. The 
question of pure food and hygiene rests upon 
her. 

‘* Housewives also are important factors In. 
the sociai life of the community. They go 
from house to house and cultivate sociability. 
It is truly an important occupation, aside 
from the duty imposed on the housewife of 
rearing the children. 

**T see your charter convention has récom- 
mended municipal suffrage for women. That 
is wise. The government of a municipality 
simply is housekeeping on a social scale, and 
just as the housewives must have something - 
to say if they are to conduct their houselolds, 
so they must have something to say in the 
matter of municipal housekeeping, if that is 

.to be conducted to the best advantage.” 


Inquiry for Nickel Theaters. 

The league ordered the executive board to 
appoint a committee to investigate the dress- 
ing room facilities and sanitary conditions tn 
the 5 cent theaters. Mrs. Raymond Robins, 
president of the league, brought the subject 
to the attention of the members by announc- 
ing that Secretary 8S. D. Ricardo of th 
Actors’ union had requested the officials o 
the league to make an investigation. The 
committee probably witl be appointed today. 

‘We want to arouse public opinion to the 
necessity of separate dressing rooms for men 
and women performers,”’ said Mrs. Robins. 
‘“* Also that the performers be given time for 
lunch.”’ . 

A committee report showed that a larger 
number of men than women members use the 
league's library. | 

“That shows that men have more leisure 
and shorter hours of work than women,” 
commented Mrs. Robins. 

“ Yes, and the men don't have to do house- 
hold work,’’ said -Mrs. Woods. ‘“ If men had 
to, they wouldn’t have so much time to read.”’

for an invasion of Salvador our Pacific ar- 
mored cruiser squadron was sent to the scene,, 
with the result that Zelaya has now sum- 
moned a Central American peace conference 
of his own. 


Exchange of Ministers Hardship. 

The treaty of Washington provided for the 
exchange of ministers among the Central 
American nations and for the establishment 
of a Central American byreau in Guatemala, 
which should be a local counterpart of the 
valuable general bureau in Washington, of 
which Mr. Barrett is the head. All this was 
welcomed by the politicians. who want well 
paid berths. To bankrupt Honduras, unable 
to pay her soldiers and clerks, this waew 
heavy tax. ie

Where they were not concerned with the 
expenses._every despot in Central America 
welcomed the treaty of Washington, ex- 
cepting, of course, well governed little Costa 
Rica, which did not‘need to care. With all 
elections a farce, the only way to put a 
dictator out of office is by a revolution. 
Owing to the railroads, which can carry the 
troops quickly, and to the telegraph and the 
elaborate spy; exile, press censor, and mur- 
der systems, revolutions have less and less 
chante of gaining any headway within the 
country. They must either come from assas- 
sinetion and a palace plot or be initiated 
across the border; and this latter possibility 
is prevented by the action of the United 
States. 


Trouble Makers Gain Power. , 


So Zelaya and Cabrera are more firmly es- 
tablished in power than ever to wreak their 
will on the ‘prosperity of the people with 
their cutthroat soldiers. These two men are 
the mischief makers of Central America. 
They satisfy their vanity by plotting against 
each other. Honduras is the buffer which 
suffers from the persecution of both. 

Leave Centra) America alone and Cabrera 
would, without doubt, go to the Costa Rican 
border. Excepting the Costa Rican, he has 
the best army in Central America. He has 
been reélecting himself for nine and Zelaya 
himself for fifteen years. Zelaya is the 
worse of the two; but readers of these articles 
know about both. Canvass Zelaya’s régime 
as you will and it seems without a redeeming 
feature. Cabrera has some fire, some pa- 
triotism. He is responsible for some things 
that spell progrese. He is cruel and 
cunning, but he can be candid. When I 
asked him about the prospects of Central 
American union he said: 

“Tt is a beautiful idea, & consummation 
toward which all true Central American 
patriots should labor with noble, unsélfish 
aims. But I fear that, like your own union 
and all other great nations, it will be made 
only with the bayonet ’’—and dowbdtless he 
would be glad to undertake the task with 
his own army if only the United States and 
Mexico would permit.

SCHEME TO TIEUP 
FRANCE IN STRIKE 


Operators in Paris Postoffice 
Bureaus Threaten to Leave 
Their Keys. 


FORTY LEADERS OUSTED. 


Feared That Walkout Would 
-Paralyze Country’s Wire and 
Mail Service. _ : 


PARIS, seaieh 14.—Paris is threatened with 
a general strike of the telegraph and tele- 
phone operators employed in the bureaus of 
the postofiice. 

As a result of the energetic measures of 
the authorities in suppressing the strike of 


‘the telegraph operators, which isolated Paris 


for four hours yesterday, forty of the ring- 
eaders, including ten railway mail clerks, 
who refused to board their trains, have been 
suspended pending their dismissal from the 
service. 

Bight of those who took part In the — 
in the Central telegraphic pureau of th 
postoffice Friday night are ‘under arrest. 
The president of the General Association of 


1 Postal Telegraph Employés, M. Subra, is 


among those under suspension. 


Secret Meetings Are Held. 

The strike leaders conferred in secret far 
into the night, drawing up plans for tomor- 
row. In addition to the .telegraphers, the 
railway clerks and theaccountants, and the 
lineamen’s Organization, 5,000 strong, have 
adhered to the plan for a general strike, and 
it is likely that the telephone operators will 
join with the others. . 

The government has not been idle. Pre- 
mier Clemenceau, M. Barthou, minister of 
public works; M. Briand, minister of justice; 
and Secretary Simyan discussed at great 
length the means for coping with the disrup- 
tion of the services which would follow a 
general strike. Normal conditions prevailed 
tonight, however. 


Move Called Revolutionary. 

The government considers the entire move- 
ment revolutionary. M. Simyan, under 
secretary of posts and telegraphs, has issued 
orders to the subchiefs to suspend every 
employé guilty of insubordination, and the 
military operators are in readiness at Ver- 
sailles to take the places of the strikers. 

Although the government appears confi- 
dent that it will be able to insure public serv- 
ice, there is apprehension that if a strike is 
declared it will spread quickly to the proy- 
inces and that the whole telegraph and mail 
service will be paralyzed. 

The immediate cause of the trouble was the 
attempt of the Postal telegraph employés to 
secure with fhe approval of parliament a 
reversal of the government’s plan to intro- 
duce a partial mefit system of promotion to 
replace the previous system of promotion 
which was solely on seniority. The new sys- 
tem is similar to that in vogue in the French 
army. ‘ \

They 
promised to abstain from them, but the 
promise is one it is hard to keep. 


IMPROVING MUNICIPAL SERVICE. 

Mayvr Busse has appointed a commis- 
sinc of admirable personnel to provide for 
the reclassifying and regrading of civil 
service employés of the city.. The results 
of the work of this body are expected to 
be the removal of many causes for discon- 
tent among the city’s servants, the saving 
of money by the elimination’ of unneces- 
sary positions, and the promotion of 
greater efficiency in administration. ’ 

The interests of the employés and those 
of the taxpayers are both involved. Each 
must have fair consideration. It is evi- 
dent that there .are many inequalities 
among the former. The need of economy 
with efficiency is everywhere felt. The 
ultimate object is better administration by 
the encouragement of the- same progres- 


sive business methods already noted many 


times under the présent mayor. 

The investigation may be attended by 
suggestions of ways and means through 
which city departments may be reorgan- 
ized internally, so as to become more ef- 
fective. ‘New York’s charter commission 
makes recommendations, for example, that 
the department of street cleaning be 
abolished, the whole work connected with 
streets, street cleaning, and sewers being 
vested in a department of street control 
for which the mayof will be responsible. 
The centralized theory may possibly be 
shown to be desirable here also. 

This new commission, in fact, has an 
opportunity to rénder an important serv- 
ice to Chicago. .If it can secure exact 
justice to employés from the point of view 
of merit, discover and put an end to uar 
necessary waste, and point the way to 
greater efficiency of administration in city 
affairs, it will deserve much praise. The 
possibilities aré many. The personnel of 
the commission is such as to make citizens 
hopeful of definite’ progress in the right 
direction.

century wholly aloof from political 

affairs, is now once more returning to 
" public life, as president of the legis- 
lative council, and the fact that he should . 
have accepted this post, taken in conjunc- 
tion; with the circumstance that the cab- 
inet ministers have received instructions 
henceforth to attend the meetings of the 
legislative council at Cairo for the purpose 
of furnishing explanations and giving an ac- 
count of their stewardship ,may be held to 
indicate that England has concluded that the 
hour has arrived for according to Egyptians 
a larger share in the government of their 
own country than they have enjoyed at any 
moment since the bombardment of Alexan- 
dria in 1882. , 

Prince Hussein is an uncle of the present 
khedive, the cleverest of all old Ismail 
Pasha’s sons, and received his education 
wholly in Engiand, first at Harrow and after- 
wards at Christ church, Oxford, where he 
Was one of the show pupils of that mag- 
nificent creature, Dean Liddell. He was 
minister of wan during the reign of his father, 
and if the lattet had had his way, would have 
been his successor. For Khedive Ismail 


‘thoroughly disliked his eldest son, Tewfik, 


whose mother was a. woman of Egyptian 
peasant origin, and a mere passing caprice; 
whereas Hussein's mother had been the 
favorite wife of the old’khedive, and was @ 
princess of the blood by birth. Had it not 
been for the intervention of England in be- 
half of Tewfik, there is no doubt but that 
his father would have set him aside in one 
way or another, and have designated Hus- 
sein as heir,apparent in his stead. It is be- 
cause of tiis that Hussein was imbittered 
for many years against the English and dis- 
trusted by them. He was feared, too, by his 
half-brother, Tewfik, and by the latter's 
clever consort, and it is to this prejudice 
against him that may be attributed the 
stories which identified him with some of the 
least savory and most crue! features of his 
father's reign.

Prince Hussein has absolutely nothing of 
the oriental in his appearance. His formerly 
blond hair and mustache are now gray, prob-- 
ably white; but his eyes remain blue, and in 
his younger days he was an exceedingly good 
looking man; the only drawback to his ap- 
pearance being’ the slight bow of his legs, 
which gave him a horsy appearance.: More- 
over, he was a perfect dancer, & t agree- 
able companion,.and spoke English without 
the trace of an accent. While feared for his 
unscrupulous craftiness, and credited with 
perhaps an exaggerated amount. of clever- 
ness in public affairs, he was apparently un- 
able to manage his own household. At any 
rate, he was wholly unsuccessful in the man- 
agement of his single wife, a daughter of 
Prince Achmet. She was not only fright- 
fully extravagant, but also extremely rapid 
in her behavior, deeming, like so many other 
oriental princesses of the biood, that sover- 
eign lineage emancipated her from all con- 
ventional restrictions, and evén from the 
laws of the lund, When at Paris, where she 
spent much of her time, she would go about 
entirely unveiled, and on more than One occa- 
sion her conduct there was the subject of 
official remonstrance on the part of the 
Turkish ambassador in the mame of the 
sultan. But no one seemed to be/aDle to exer- 
cise much authority over her, least of all her 
husband, who was wont, when strolling about’ 
in his beautiful gandens at Cairo, among 
those roses in which hefook so much pride, 
to descant in the most dolorous fashion upon 
his consort, with a freedom wholly un- 
oriental and quite the reverse of compii- 
mentary.

With all that Prince Hussein has been a 
useful man. For, while kept aloof from 
politics for the last quarter of a century 
or more, he has devoted both his time and 
his fortune to the promotion of agriculture in 


has been president of the Khedivial Society 
of Agriculture, which has been working in 
unison with the English irrigation experts to 
increase the fertile area of Egypt and her 
powers of agricultural production. In this 
way the newer generation of English officials 
in Egypt, Sir Eldon Gorst, first and foremost, 
have learned to trust him; and any prejudice 
that the present khedive may have ipherited 
from his parents against his uncle may be 
said to have removed since the mar- 
riage of Hussein's only son, Kemal-el-Dine, 
to the second of the two sisters of the 
khedive. The primeess in question gave @ 
good deal of trouble to her family, and di- 
vorced her first husband, Prince Tussun, 
about six years ago under sensational cir- 
cumstances. Let me addin conclusion that 
Prince Hussein is fourth in the line of suc- 
cession to his nephew's throne, the lives 
between the two men being those of the 
khedive’s two little boys and of his brother, 
Prince Mohammed Ali, who has no children. 
? 
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Senator Lukjanow. one of the most eminent 
pathologists of Russia, has been appointed 
procyurator general of the holy synod, and 
speculation is rife as to just why a medical 
man should have been selected for the office 
of principal lay dignitary of the national 
church. He takes the place of P. P. Iswolski, 
who himself was formerly minister of 
public instruction. The office of procurator 
general of the holy synod is one of consider- 
able importance, owing to the role played 
by the national church in the temporal affairs 
of Russia and the intimate association there 
between church and state. The procurator 
is not merely the executive of the synod, but 
at the same time the sole channel of its com- 
munications with the crown and with the gov- 
ernment. When he makes his views heard 
in the synod he speaks in the name of the’ 
sovereign and of the cabinet; while when he 
raises bis voice in the council of ministers he 
speaks in the. name of the church and with 
the entire episcopacy and clergy at his back. 

It was the possession of thig office that 
gave such immense power to old, Pobie- 
donoszeff throughout the reign of Alexander 
III., whose tutor he had been, during 
the first ten years following thé accegsion 
of Nicholas II. In fact, Pobiedonoszeff used 
to be styled the vice erhperor and grand 
inquisitor of Russia. He was succeeded by: 
Prince Obolenski, who knew little about the 
church, but was identified more especially 
with the organization of the stdte monopoly 
of the sale of alcoholic spirits. He was 
followed by Senator’Shirinski, celebrated as 
the leading philatelist in Russia. Then P. P. 
Iswolski was appointed, and it was not long 
before he incurred the enmity of Premier 
Stolypin by obstructing his reforms. Is- 
wolski claims to be an out and eut Liberal. 
But on several occasions he has in his capac- 
ity. of procurator general. of the holy ‘synod 
stood in the way of Stolypin’s reforms on the 
ground that they were contrary to the inter- 
ests, the traditions, and the views of the 
orthodox church. Recently the fight be- 
tween the two mén’became acute, owing to 
Iswolski’'s opposition ‘p the premier’s de- 
termination to deprive the ecclesiastical high 
schools of the administrative autonomy, and 
to bring them under the direction of the gov- 
ernment and of the department of public in- 
struction. It is said that Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Iswolski will soon follow his kins- 
man into fetirement.

Old California Land Suit Recalled. 


“linton, Ia., March 3.—[{[Editor of The 

ibune.]—Referring to Fred Palmer's letter 
in your issue of Feb. 25 and the frequent men- 
tion of José Yves Limantour, Mexican secre- 
tary of the treasury, I will say I well remem- 
ber his father, of the same name, in San 
Francisco in the '50s, where he was claim- 
ant before the United St&tes courts of a large 
grant of land in and near San Francisco, 
purported to have been given him by the 
Mexican government in 1843. 

This claim was supported by apparently 
legal documents, attested by the proper offi- 
cials, and on stamped paper, as required by 
Mexican law. It was of such magnitude 
that it was strongly contested, and Edwin 
M. Stanton, Lincoln’s war secretary, ap- 
peared in behalf of the United States..- 

Several aged and prominent Mexicans, who 
were officials at the time the grant was 
dated, testified in its favor, and it seemed 
sure of confirmation. Many good lawyers 
thought it should have been decided in favor 
of the clalmant, which it was not, on account 
of alleged discrepancies, etc., in the docu- 
ments before the court. _ 

’' Limantour was a Frenchman, living in the 
City of Mexico, and owned: several small 
vessels trading from port to port along the 
Pacific coast, as far north as California, 
then a part of Mexico. At times he went 


with them, and more than once furnished ‘ 


supplies to the government, in part return 
for which this land grant was made.

Rio, Wis., Feb. 25.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Previous to the establishment of the 
rural free delivery system Wisconsin had 
many thriving inland villages, or rather 
corner stores. ‘These were usually six or 
more miles from any railroad town or sta- 
tion and were considered a great conven- 
jence to the farmers.

“The Head of the House” is not much of 
a/ play ‘as real dramas go, but it is a jolly 
kind of good natured entertainment—that 
is, it will be after a performance or two 
more has brought it into smooth running 
condition.
